Organizers aiming for 
2015 debut downtown

Edmontonians will be asked to 
embrace the night next year, 
as a homegrown version of the 
Nuit Blanche festival comes to 
the city. 

An all-night arts festival, 
Nuit Blanche events have 
been held in Toronto, Ottawa, 
Montreal and Calgaiy, as well 
as many other international 
cities. 

The festival runs overnight 
in public places and the Ed¬ 
monton organizers are plan¬ 
ning to follow the same for¬ 
mula when they bring it to the 
capital city in 2015. 

“We see tremendous po¬ 
tential in having awe-inspiring 
installations in the street that 
eveiy Edmontonian can experi¬ 
ence,” said Ruth Bums, one of 
the event’s organizers. 

She said their early plans in¬ 
volve having the festival down¬ 
town in areas around Churchill 
Square and along 95 Avenue, 
from 7 p.m. to 7 a.m. 


Bums said part of the 
event’s appeal is it encourages 
people to engage in the city at 
night. 

“As a city, we spend so much 
of our (winter) time in the dark 
and this sort of event embraces 
our dark night,” she said. 

The group is planning to 
run the festival eveiy other 
year, starting in 2015, with 
Bums saying they want to 
make sure it’s something the 
group can manage. 

“We think that’s a sustain¬ 
able plan for us and we want to 
keep Edmontonians wanting, I 
guess,” she said. 

Bums added the team is 
confident people will support 
the idea. 

“If you look at Edmonton¬ 


ians’ support for arts and sup¬ 
port for festivals, this is exactly 
their sort of event,” she said. 

Bums added that right now, 
the group is in the early stages 
of planning and don’t know 
what support they might need 
from the city. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said he 
likes the idea of a big arts event 
in public spaces. 

“I like the fact that they’re 
going to bring public art and 
public display into the public 
realm,” he said. 

McKeen doesn’t know if the 
city will be able to participate 
in funding, but stressed the 
event is still in the early days. 

“We’re going to be open to 
it, but I can’t speak for council 
on funding,” he said.

Poles and bollards installed 
along 99 Street, as part of 
an art project last fall, have 
been making an impression 
of their own, as several have 
been knocked clear off the 
road. 

The city didn’t have an ex¬ 
act number, but Nathan Stel- 
mach, with the transporta¬ 
tion department, said several 
of the large poles and several 


of the smaller bollards have 
been knocked out in traffic 
accidents. 

Stelmach said it’s not un¬ 
usual for this to happen when 
the city makes changes to a 
roadway or adds new features. 

“Typically you will see 
some things get hit when 
things are new and once 
people get used to them it 
gets better,” he said. 

The poles and bollards 
were installed as part of the 
Ribbons of Histoiy project. 
The large poles have art in¬ 
stalled with them along with 
QR codes that direct people to 
a website with more informa¬ 
tion on the area’s histoiy. 

Peigi Rockwell, who 
helped spearhead the project, 


said she’s disappointed to see 
vehicles hitting them so soon 
after they were installed. 

“It’s sort of scaiy when 
that happens,” she said. “Cars 
can’t stay on the road and 
thank God it wasn’t a pedes¬ 
trian that was hit.” 

Rockwell said it’s further 
proof people need to slow 
down along 99 Street and 
Scona Road. 

“We have to decide what 
kind of city we want to live 
in — one where pedestrians 
can walk and feel safe or one 
where people are allowed to 
go fast,” she said. 

Stelmach said he under¬ 
stands the community’s frus¬ 
tration, but also knows how 
important the road is to the

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Dave Hancock sworn in 
as Alberta’s 15 th premier 



New boss. 

Redford's resignation 
now complete 


It’s official — Dave Hancock 
is now the 15th premier of 
Alberta. 

Hancock took the oath of 
office in front of fellow caucus 
members, family and guests 
in a short ceremony at Gov¬ 
ernment House on Sunday 
evening. 

“I’m honoured by the con¬ 
fidence my colleagues have 
placed in me and I’m humbled 
by the sense of responsibility 
and the opportunity to serve,” 
Hancock said in a speech. 

Minutes before Hancock 
took the oath, government 
whip George VanderBurg for¬ 
mally submitted Alison Red- 
ford’s written resignation as 
premier to Alberta Chief Jus¬ 
tice Catherine Fraser. 

Redford was not at the 
ceremony, but Hancock paid 
tribute to her. 

“She worked tirelessly to 
promote our province and to 
build its place in Canada and 
the world,” he said. 

Hancock was voted by the 
governing Progressive Con¬ 
servative caucus to take over 
from Redford after she re¬ 
signed Wednesday amid inter¬ 
nal strife. 

He said he understands 
he will only serve as premier

until the party picks a perma¬ 
nent replacement in the com¬ 
ing months. 

“I’m only too aware that 
my term as premier is finite 


and short,” he said. 

“But it’s critical that we 
continue to build Alberta 
together.” 

Hancock, the Edmonton- 
Whitemud MLA, has worked 
for 17 years in the legislature 
in seven portfolios, along with 
duties as government house 
leader. 

He was deputy premier 
under Redford and later told 
reporters he doubts he will 


name another deputy premier. 

“I’m not planning to make 
any real changes in cabinet,” 
he said. 

Hancock has already said 
he plans to keep his other job 
as advanced education minis¬ 
ter. 

PC party officials meet 
Monday in Red Deer to set the 
rules and deadlines for the 
leadership race. 

Under party rules, the vote 


must be held no earlier than 
four months from now and no 
later than six. 

Hancock said he will re¬ 
spect the tradition that any 
cabinet ministers who decide 
to run must resign from cab¬ 
inet to prevent any candidate 
from having an unfair advan¬ 
tage. 

Hancock has said he won’t 
run for the job.

An app a day keeps 
health bills at bay 

Avoiding the dentist 
because of a tight budget 
won’t fly anymore as an 
excuse for University of 
Alberta students as the 
school’s student health¬ 
care provider launches a 
new app. 

The ihaveaplan app 
allows students to snap a 
quick photo of a health¬ 
care receipt and submit it 
through the IOS software, 
explained William Lau, SU 
vice-president student life. 

“The largest selling 
feature is students can now 
file their claims off of their 
smartphones,” he added. 

While the app has been 
in talks for more than a 
year, students at the U of 
A can now download the 
software through iTunes 
onto any Apple device. 

“It’s going to really 
increase the awareness of 
the health and dental plan 
we have. It’s a service stu¬ 
dents are paying for,” Lau 
added, noting the software 
will take a huge financial 
burden off of student’s 
plates. “Medical costs can 
be hefty,” said Lau. “To 
have a service that’s not 
only available, but also 
convenient to relieve that 
financial stress, is really 
important.” 

Since the app was first 
launched at the univer¬ 
sity earlier this year, Lau 
reported there have been 
more than 1,100 claims 
filed, which are paid back 
through direct deposit 
within five business days. 

Along with submitting 
claims, the app keeps track 
of health-care histoiy, 
coverage information, 
emergency travel contacts 
and profiles of user’s de¬ 
pendents to facilitate claim 
submission.

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Criminologist to track 
trolls with language 


Cyberbullies beware. 

Western University’s 
Mike Arntfield hopes to 
draw up a ‘lexicon’ of 
how trolls talk online

It’s the crime of the future, but 
it’s not against the law — yet. 

Sometimes it seems like 
trolls are everywhere online, 
using bullying or shock tactics 
to tiy to get a reaction from 
people. But one criminologist 
thinks he can help stop them, 
and his plan is a global first. 

Western University’s Mike 
Arntfield has gained federal 
funding to study the trolls’ lan¬ 
guage. He has research assist¬ 
ants collecting text samples 
from social media, with the 
eventual aim of drawing up a 
“lexicon” of the way trolls talk. 
And, just like criminal pro- 





filing allows experts to predict 
the behaviour of killers and 
other violent offenders, that 
lexicon could provide sign¬ 
posts that show when trolls 
are about to do something 
more sinister. 

“I’m surprised to some ex¬ 
tent that I’m the first scholar to 
study this using (social media 
posts),” said Arntfield, who is 
also studying the relationship 


between online bullies and 
their victims. The reaction 
from victims can be a variable 
in how a bully behaves. 

“It’s all uncharted territoiy 
in studying cyberbullying,” 
said Arntfield, who also leads 
the OWN TV show To Catch a 
Killer. 

He says “lexical choices” 
could be tracked, then used as 
“linguistic clues” in predicting 
how a person behaves in fu¬ 
ture. 

There may even be similar¬ 
ities between trolls who are 
otherwise from different age 
groups or places; Arntfield says 
it’s possible there is an “online 
bullying creole” of recurring 
words in posts and screen 
names that can flag a troll. 

But why study this, if it’s 
not against the law? Because 
one day it might be, Arntfield 
explained. He predicted a time 
when legislation is drawn up 
to criminalize online bully¬ 
ing, which has already driven 
some people to suicide, and to 
do that it needs to be defined.

The National Front won 
an outright victoiy that made 
Steeve Briois mayor in Henin- 
Beaumont, party leader Mar¬ 
ine Le Pen’s blighted northern 
outpost — once a thriving coal 
mining town of 26,000 people. 
Briois took 50.26 per cent of 
the vote, eliminating the need 
for a final round on March 30.

France provided new satellite 
data Sunday showing possible 
debris from the missing Ma¬ 
laysia Airlines jet, as searchers 
combing a remote part of the 
southern Indian Ocean tried 
without success to locate a pal¬ 
let that could be a key clue in 
solving one of the world’s big¬ 
gest aviation mysteries. 

The new information given

Getting tough 
with Twitter

Many unaccounted for 
in deadly U.S. mudslide

About 18 people are still un¬ 
accounted for after a massive 
mudslide in rural northwest 
Washington state killed at 
least four people and forced 
evacuations because of fears 
of flooding, authorities said 
Sunday. 

Snohomish County Fire 
District 21 Chief Travis Hots 
said at a news briefing that 
“we suspect that people are 
out there, but it’s far too dan¬ 
gerous to get responders out 
there on that mudflow.” 

Searchers in helicopters 
will be flying over the area 
of the 2.6-square-lcilometre 
mudslide Sunday to find 
people who may have been 


able to get out on their own, 
as well as look for other signs 
of life. Authorities are try¬ 
ing to determine how to get 
responders on the ground 
safely, Hots said, describing 
mudflow as “like quicksand.” 


The big wall of mud and 
debris blocked about 1.6 kilo¬ 
metres of State Route 530 
near the town of Oso, about 
90 kilometres north of Se¬ 
attle. It was reported about 18 
metres deep in some areas. 


Several, including an infant, 
were critically injured; about 
30 houses were destroyed. 
The mud was so deep search¬ 
ers turned back at one point, 
despite hearing voices asking

Denmark 

Denmark is claiming 
an area that includes 
the North Pole. It also 
claims islands that Canada has previ¬ 
ously claimed. 

In 2005, Denmark occupied Hans 
Island, an unpopulated island on the 
border of both countries. Most analysts 
interpret this as a test of how well Canada 
defends its claims. 

Greenland remains an autonomous part 
of Denmark that receives billions from Copen¬ 
hagen each year. Danish governments have said 
that Greenland’s independence hinges on it becom¬ 
ing economically self-sufficient. 

In 2010, a large oil patch was found near the Canadian 
border in an area previously covered by ice. Denmark has since 
increased its militaiy presence in the area, with regular coast guard 
and air patrols. 

The largest estimated Arctic oil deposit lies just east of Greenland, near 
Iceland. “The Danes are wondering if they can get any of this oil lying offshore,” says Hue- 
bert. “They’re also looking at how China’s ingratiated itself with Greenland and Iceland.” The 
Chinese government has invested in mining and oil exploration in both countries. 


sources and trade routes. Canada recently as¬ 
serted a claim over the North Pole, following 
Russia and Denmark. The Arctic has remained 
peaceful, with each state respecting United 
Nations rules on international waters. 

But co-operation broke down this month. 
Canada, the U.S. and Norway cancelled joint 
militaiy operations with Russia following the 
countiy’s invasion of Ukraine. 

“This is going to cause a pushback on the 
side of the Russians, in the Arctic region spe¬ 
cifically,” Huebert says. “It contains two of 
the most powerful states in the international 


system that are increasingly having different 
interests.” 

Huebert noted that Russia’s involvement in 
Crimea was partially a response to the West¬ 
ern militaiy alliance NATO seeking closer ties 
with Ukraine. All other Arctic countries are 
NATO members. Huebert says further NATO 
expansion could lead to a Russian pushback, 
and Canada is not well equipped. 

“As the Arctic is more and more 
integrated, you’re going to 
see other events spilling ' 


into it.” 


Russia 


Russia has claimed a large portion of the Arctic, including the North Pole. The 

government expects the Arctic to be Russia’s primaiy resource base by 2020. 

“We see the Russians moving very strongly on supporting and increasing 
their claim to the Arctic,” Huebert says. “They’re the ones who put the 
most money into revitalizing their militaiy capabilities.” 

Russia has 10 militaiy bases along the Northern Sea Route, 
a government-charted trade route spanning Russia’s entire 
north. The country has modernized its submarine fleets, 
built new icebreakers and is considering a separate 
militaiy branch solely for protecting the Arctic. 
“Western countries are doing something to 
improve their militaiy capabilities, but it’s not 
on the same scale as what the Russians are 
doing,” he says. 

Huebert says that Russia will probably 
act belligerently toward other countries, 
such as by flying planes into other 
countries’ airspaces, but would likely not 
invade other countries. 

“You won’t see direct militaiy action 
per se, unless something really goes 
bad somewhere else,” he says. 


As polar ice melts away, rising temperatures 
are unlocking oil, trade routes and the poten¬ 
tial for conflict in the Far North. 

“It’s the opening chapter of what’s going 
to amount to be a very long stoiy, and people 
are playing nice and working together — for 
now,” says Robert Huebert, a University of Cal- 
gaiy professor and expert in circumpolar rela¬ 
tions and defence policy. 

Five countries claim territoiy around the 
North Pole: Canada, Russia, the United States 
(through Alaska), Norway and Denmark 
(through Greenland). Some claims conflict, 


while other countries like China want the Arc¬ 
tic to be deemed an international zone. 

Polar ice has been steadily decreasing as 
high temperatures lead to longer summer 
melts. The U.S. Navy published a study last 
December suggesting summers in the Arctic 
could be ice-free as early as 2016, with regular 
shipping routes expected by 2030. 

Meanwhile, 13 per cent of the world’s un¬ 
discovered oil and a third of its untapped nat¬ 
ural gas lies in the Arctic, according to the U.S. 
Geological Survey. 

That leaves countries scrambling for re¬

Canada 

Canada has a small Arctic militaiy presence, with a training centre opened last year that 
only holds 150 soldiers. A Nunavut militaiy base was announced in 2007, but 
construction has yet to start. “Canada’s veiy good at plans, but not so 
f much at execution,” says Huebert. 

The UN has led a decade-long process for countries to 
extend their borders over parts of the frozen Arctic if they 
can prove that seabed ridges extend from their mainland. 

Last December, Canada was about to submit its 
claim when Prime Minister Stephen Harper asked 
researchers to include the North Pole. Experts 
aren’t sure why the original claim didn’t include 
the pole, which lies near a large oil patch. 

The next day, Russian President Vladimir 
Putin announced his country would ex¬ 
pand its already large militaiy presence. 

Michael Byers, an Arctic expert and 
professor at the University of British 
Columbia, says Canadians have little to 
worry about. 

“There is no immediate reason for 
concern, and no reason to change 
Canadian Arctic policy — which 
focuses heavily on co-operation.”

• The United States hasn’t made 
any territoiy claims. The U.S. wants the 
Northwest Passage to be an internation¬ 
al trade route.

The share price of Groupon, 
the coupon website, is plum¬ 
meting. Oops, no it isn’t. Wait 
a minute, yes it is! Groupon 
(GRPN) share prices dropped 
75 per cent in 2012, gained 
129 per cent in 2013, and have 
lost 26 per cent so far this 
year. That wild stock price ride 
pretty much sums up the ex¬ 
perience of investing in social 
media. In a word, exciting — 
but not always in a good way. 


Social media is one of the 
trickiest sectors for investors. 
Most measures for evaluating 
stocks, such as the price-to- 
eamings (P/E) ratio, are useless 
when applied to these Inter¬ 
net-focused companies. 

And social media stocks are 
anything but lemming-lilce. In 
fact, at any given time there 
can be tremendous diver¬ 
gence in stock-price direction 
with some heading north and 
others heading south, regard¬ 
less of what’s going on in the 
economy. 

Also, the social media uni¬ 
verse isn’t just out-there tech 
stocks. Facebook has recently 
been added to the S&P 100 and 
500 indices, signalling the ma¬ 
turing of the sector. 

It can be fun to take a flyer 
at social media IPO’s. Those 
who jumped into Twitter back 
in November saw the stock 
soar from the $26 US offering 
to over $54 US in just three 
months. But a safer option is

Report. Canada’s border 
guards waiving fees for

I will be very surprised if the LRT 
doesn’t cause huge traffic tie-ups on 
Kingsway. Anyone who has ever waited an 
eternity at 51 Avenue and 111 Street or on University Av¬ 
enue and 111 Street will know exactly what I mean.

think that since the city spent more than $750 million on 
this line, it might have started working on the signalling 
issues a little earlier.

We are going to be stuck 
with major traffic and weather issues related to an above¬ 
ground system. Above-ground was certainly a cheaper op¬ 
tion.

Lost star takes danger in 
stride in adventure series

Born to be wild. 
Dominic Monaghan 
has had some close 
calls while filming 
the world’s most 
dangerous creatures 


In the second season of Wild 
Things with Dominic Mona¬ 
ghan, it becomes abundantly 
clear why the show’s motto 
is “the wilder the better.” The 
show kicks off Tuesday with 
startling footage of a disori¬ 
ented elephant that suddenly 
charges toward the show’s hap¬ 
less cameraman. 

Monaghan says the terrify¬ 
ing encounter occurred after he 
and his crew had watched a vet¬ 
erinarian conduct emergency 
surgeiy on the massive beast. 
Moments after the doc adminis¬ 
tered an antidote to reverse the 
anesthetic, all hell broke loose. 

“What we all assumed as a 
film crew was that the elephant 
was going to get up and give 
us a gentle nod in our direc¬ 
tion and say ‘Thank you,’ and 
walk off into the African sun¬ 
set,” Monaghan said in a recent 
interview in Toronto. 

“But instead it woke up and 
was confused and didn’t know 
what had happened and saw 
a bunch of humans standing 
around it. And the closest per¬ 
son to the elephant was Frank, 
our cameraman — he had a big 
camera on his shoulder so he 
was veiy conspicuous — and 
the elephant tried to kill him.” 

Such is life in the wild. 

Looking back now, it’s clear 
Monaghan and even his sea¬ 
soned Kenyan guides underesti¬ 
mated the peril they were in. 

As eveiyone made a beeline 


for the cars, Monaghan says he 
and his crew were too late. 

“They just drove off. They 
left us,” he says, able to make 
light of the situation now. 

“When (Frank) saw the cars 
drive off he was like, ‘Oh no,’ 
and then his balance went and 
then he fell over. But it worked 
for me because I thought, ‘Well, 
if Frank fell over that means 
that I’ll be OK because he’s 
much slower than I am.’” 

Luckily, their medic jumped 
in to distract the elephant, 
which eventually lost interest 
and wandered off. No one was 
hurt, says Monaghan. 

The elephant tale isn’t 
even the focus of the Season 2 
premiere, which begins with 


Monaghan intent on finding 
the aggressive giant spitting 
cobra. 

Other episodes see The 
Lord of the Rings actor head 
to Brazil, Zambia, Thailand, 
Japan, New Zealand and Aus¬ 
tralia to get a good look at 
creatures including carnivor¬ 
ous ghost bats, the world’s 
longest-fanged snake and a 
deep sea creature considered 
one of the ocean’s most poi¬ 
sonous predators. 

And there are more dicey 
encounters. Monaghan says 
he needed nearly 40 stitches 
in his arm for another animal 
run-in that will be revealed in 
later episodes. 

Nevertheless, Monaghan 


says he and his crew are ex¬ 
tremely careful. A medic 
travels with them and carries 
anti-venom and other treat¬ 
ments, and they always know 
where the closest hospital is 
— although sometimes it can 
be a day away, Monaghan ad¬ 
mits. 

“We’re as safe as we can 
be. In a show and a world 
that can sometimes be dan¬ 
gerous.” THE CANADIAN PRESS

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David Bradley has no problem playing the villain 



Nice day for a red 
wedding. Actor moves 
on from killing kings to 
vampires in new series 


Even in Toronto, British ac¬ 
tor David Bradley gets ac¬ 
costed for being the world’s 
worst wedding host in Game 
of Thrones. 

Bradley plays Lord Wal- 
der Frey in the HBO fantasy 
series. At the end of Season 
3, he most infamously had 
his guests, members of the 
Stark clan, slain. The new 
season starts April 6. 

“I was shooting a scene in 
the Toronto subway recently 
and one of the extras came 
up to me and said, ‘I’d like to 
thank you for what you did 
to the Starks,’ ” says Bradley 
with a smile. “It’s the first 
time I’ve had a positive re¬ 
action. Normally people are 
at their TV hurling abuse 
at me. But I must confess, I 
really did enjoy that scene. 
Maybe a little too much.” 

The actor was in Toronto 
last week filming one of the 


most anticipated new TV 
shows of the season, Guiller¬ 
mo del Toro’s The Strain. 
The vampire series is based 
on the books and comics 
created by the Mexican dir¬ 
ector. 

In the series, Bradley 
plays professor Abraham Se- 
tralcian, a Holocaust surviv¬ 
or who runs a pawnshop in 
Harlem. He also happens to 
be a vampire hunter trying 
to save the world from the 
outbreak of a deadly virus. 

“They just asked me if I 
could go to Canada in four 
days and I said yes. I’m a big 
fan of Guillermo,” says Brad¬ 
ley, on set in an east-end To¬ 
ronto studio. 

It’s a pretty physical role 
for Bradley, who was re¬ 
cently firing off nail guns at 
3 a.m. in the cold Toronto 
winter. 

“You do feel your age 
sometimes,” he says. “But 
I’ve got heat pads in my 
shoes.” 

And while you would 
have thought from his Game 
of Thrones experience that 
he wouldn’t have trouble de¬ 
capitating foes, the 71-year-

old actor says it’s harder 
than it looks. 

“It’s quite a complicated 
process beheading someone. 
There’s all that animatron- 
ics and so on,” he says. “And 
the special effects are really 
something. You’ll have a 
decapitated head with a 
blinking eye in a corner or 
something. It can be quite 
disconcerting.” 

Decapitating aside, after 
the Red Wedding, it may be 
hard for fans to see how any 
vampire can match the evil 
of Lord Frey, even one cre¬ 
ated by del Toro. 

“He is a pretty wicked 
guy, but there are some 
pretty horrible people here, 


too,” promises Bradley. 

Moreover, these vampires 
are not meant to be sexy 
teen heartthrobs. 

“It’s not like Twilight. 
They are dirty and rough; 
it’s not romantic or glamor¬ 
ous at all.” 

Bradley, meanwhile, has 
enjoyed a late career renais¬ 
sance, with recurring roles 
in major science fiction and 
fantasy franchises such as 


Harry Potter, as Hogwarts 
caretaker Argus Filch, Game 
of Thrones and now The 
Strain. He also portrayed 
the first Doctor Who in the 
BBC biopic An Adventure 
in Space and Time and co- 
starred in the critically ac¬ 
claimed crime drama Broad- 
church. 

“It’s kind of like what 
they say about the London 
buses. You wait for hours 


and then four of them come 
all at once,” he laughs. “It’s 
kind of been like that late¬ 
ly.”

How I Met Your Mother 

Fans are ripping the column 
apart in the comments section, 
but Variety is going out on a 
limb to say that not only is How 
I Met Your Mother limping its 
way toward its series finale, but 
it hasn’t been that great for a 
few years now. 

“In its prime, How I Met 
Your Mother rivalled the ser¬ 
ies that paved the way for its 
twenty-something-social-circle- 
in-Manhattan premise — NBC’s 
Friends — with a great cast 
backed by sharp comedic writ¬ 
ing. But somewhere around the 
eighth season or so, my good¬ 
will began curdling as the ser¬ 
ies lost creative momentum,” 
writes digital editor-in-chief 
Andrew Wallenstein. 

Veronica Mars 

Few Veronica Mars fans seem 
to be complaining about the 
cancelled TV show’s big screen 
resurrection, but Wired maga¬ 
zine says the crowdfimded 
film missed the mark when it 
comes to a broader audience. 

“Veronica Mars is not ac¬ 
tually a veiy good movie, taken 
on its own merits,” writes 
Graeme McMillan. “Veronica 
Mars paid too much attention 
to its fans.” 

McMillan argues the cre¬ 
ators felt so indebted to the 



fans who picked up the bill 
to make the movie that they 
overstuffed it with unneces- 
saiy characters and plot lines 
that seem to have been in¬ 
cluded only to appease the 
diehards. 

“The Veronica Mars movie 
has been embraced by fans 
and judged a financial suc¬ 
cess; by those two measure¬ 
ments, it’s done exactly what 
it was created to do. That it 
lacked the ambition or desire 
to (appeal to new fans) isn’t 
necessarily a flaw, no matter 
how much as some people 
(including myself) may wish 
otherwise.” 


Mad Men 

With just a few more weeks 
until the return of Mad Men, 
show creator Matthew Weiner 
is talking about the show’s final 
season, which is being split into 
two seven-episode parts. 

When asked about Don 
Draper’s evolution and how 
many critics grew to loathe him 
over time — particularly in the 
most recent season — Weiner 
defends the transformation, 
saying in a recent interview 
with The Atlantic that the 
character is a reflection of the 
politically charged 1960s and of 
American society. 

“What you’re watching 
with Don is a representation, 
to me, of American society. 
He is steeped in sin, haunted 
by his past, raised by animals, 
and there is a chance to revolt. 
And he cannot stop himself,” 
Weiner says. 

“This past season, there was 
an episode (in which) Sylvia is 
rejecting him, which turns into 
an obsession for him. And he is 
out of power at work. He has 
alcohol issues. He is an impul¬ 
sive person; He married Megan 
impulsively, and he made this 
merger impulsively. Now, he’s 
always dealing with his power¬ 
lessness, which I think is also a 
big part of 1968.”

My daughter told me she 
might be going on a trip with 
a girlfriend, whom we’ll call 
Lily. When Alex told Lily that 
she’d want to be back by a par¬ 
ticular date, Lily asked why. 
Alex said that her travel med¬ 
ical plan wouldn’t cover her 
for longer than a 60-day trip. 
Lily announced that she never 
travels with medical insurance 
coverage. 

I sighed. A lot of people 
don’t. They’re under the im¬ 
pression that if something bad 
happens to them while they’re 
gallivanting around the world, 
they’ll be covered by Canada’s 
veiy generous health coverage. 

No one expects to fall ill 
when travelling, though it hap¬ 
pens all the time. Most things 
are quickly resolved. The big¬ 
ger things come with hefty 
price tags and that’s when we 
hear the stoiy in the news. 
There’s the stoiy of the man 
who suffered a fall in Mich¬ 
igan and racked up $168,000 
in medical bills. Or the couple 
who were in a car accident re¬ 
sulting in $325,000 in medical 
costs. 

So do you have an extra 
$100K sitting around to take 
care of medical bills you might 


incur while travelling? Since 
provincial plans pay only a 
few hundred dollars a day for 
hospital coverage, you’d better. 
Or you could simply fork over 
some money for travel medical 
coverage. Would you rather 
spend $60 to $300 now (de¬ 
pending on the length of your 
coverage) or pony up hundreds 
of thousands of dollars later? 

Even if you’re heading to 
the U.S. for a day trip, insur¬ 
ance is a must-have. Your best 
bet if you cross the border fre¬ 
quently is to buy a plan that 
covers you for multiple trips. 
Coverage is usually provided 
for 12, 30 or 60 days with no 
Emits on the number of trips 
in a 12-month period, so 


they’re perfect for cross-border 
shoppers, business travellers 
or people who leave Canada 
more than once a year. Plan¬ 
ning to be on the road more 
than 60 days? Single-trip plans 
can cover you for up to 183 
days, perfect for those with a 
home away from home. 

Some credit cards provide 
travel medical coverage. If 
you’re a frequent traveller, the 
annual credit card fee is offset 
by the savings in not having to 
buy travel insurance privately. 
Keep in mind there may be 
specific restrictions. 

Some people have travel 
medical coverage through 
their group benefits at work. 
Know what you’re entitled to 


and whether you must put out 
the money and be reimbursed 
or can ask for direct billing to 
your insurance provider. And 
don’t leave home without the 
telephone numbers and paper¬ 
work you will need if you do 
end up seeking medical treat¬ 
ment. 

Even if you’re leaving one 
province in Canada to travel to 
another, you should consider 
medical travel insurance.

Just seven years ago, Blake 
Mycoskie was selling Toms 
shoes out of his apartment. 
“It seems like forever to 
me,” he cracks. But since 
then, the canvas shoes 
have become ubiquitous, 
and Toms has turned into 
a global brand not just for 
shoes, but also for eyewear. 
Now, Mycoskie has launched 
Toms coffee. 

The company is known 
for its one-for-one concept: 
Buy one pair of shoes and 
Toms will give a pair to a 
person in need. Toms coffee 
will also have a charitable 
bent: Every bag of beans 
gets someone one week (140 
litres) of clean water in Gua¬ 
temala, Honduras, Malawi, 
Peru and Rwanda — the 


same countries that house 
the coffee plantations. 

Mycoskie hopes to turn 
the coffee trade upside down 
and have Toms coffee shops 
all over the U.S.; he’s already 
opened one in Los Angeles 
and plans to roll out more 


around the country later 
this year, including in New 
York City this summer. But 
he also aims to launch a new 
product every year, hoping 
to become, as he puts it, the 
Richard Branson of socially 
responsible products. 


Little money? No problem 


“It takes time to raise 
money or prove your 
concept and generate 
revenue and profits.

Mycoskie, 37, gave us his 
top tips for young entrepre¬ 
neurs hoping to break out 
with the next big startup. 

Keep it simple 

Mycoskie says it’s important 
not to be in a rush: Don’t 
be so overly ambitious that 
you miss the big picture. 
“Don’t be afraid to be small 
for as long as you need to 
be small,” he says. “When 
you’re doing a startup, so 
many of them have this 
pressure where they feel the 
need to be so big and have 
so much revenue and raise 
money so fast.” 

Instead, Mycoskie says, 
young entrepreneurs should 
hold their horses and let 
their businesses blossom. 


“There’s a gestation period 
during which it needs to or¬ 
ganically come into the mar¬ 
ket,” he explains. He says 
his initial goal was just to 
sell 250 pairs of Toms shoes 
every six months: “We end¬ 
ed up doing a lot more than 
that, but had we set out with 
a big, ambitious goal, I don’t 
know if we’d have the suc¬ 
cess that we had.” 

Don’t choose 
entrepreneurship as a 
career 

Mycoskie says it’s a big mis¬ 
take to get caught up on the 
idea of entrepreneurship as 
a career. “If you’re at univer¬ 
sity saying, ‘I’m going to be 
an entrepreneur,’ and you 
don’t know what you’re go¬ 
ing to start — that’s scary,” 
he says. “Find your passion 
about changing or doing 
something where the only 
way you can do that is to 
start a business.” Have a 
clear purpose in mind be¬ 
fore you venture out into the 
scary world of startups. 

Get ready to be poor 

If you want to forgo the big 


corporate job to start your 
own business, get ready for 
a big drop in salary. “It takes 
time to raise money or prove 
your concept and generate 
revenue and profits,” says 
Mycoskie. 

“It’s not for the faint of 
heart.” Case in point: Toms 
lost money for the first three 
years after it opened. Mycos- 
lcie was the one who got hit 
the hardest by the loss be¬ 
cause he was the only finan¬ 
cial backer. 

Be socially responsible 

Mycoskie says the Toms con¬ 
cept of one-for-one wasn’t 
just good for the benefici¬ 
aries — it was good for busi¬ 
ness. “The more I focused on 
our meaning and purpose, 
the more I found our cus¬ 
tomers connected with it, 
my employees were more 
engaged, and our vendors 
wanted to work with us 
because they were excited 
about our idea,” he says. He 
says it may be more difficult 
to make a quick buck, but 
ultimately customers care 
about the way you operate 
your business.

meatballs. 

Here’s a twist using moz¬ 
zarella-stuffed meatballs, 
lower-fat ground beef and 
whole wheat spaghetti. 

Watch your guests’ reac¬ 
tion when they discover the 
creamy cheese hidden in the 
meatballs. 

The meatballs can be 
baked in advance and frozen 
for up to two months. 

When buying ground beef, 
there is a large difference be¬ 
tween extra-lean and regular.

Directions 

1. Preheat the oven to 425 F. 
Line a baking sheet with foil 
lightly coated with cooking 
spray. 

2 . To make the meatballs: 
Combine the ground beef, 
bread crumbs, green onions, 
barbecue sauce, egg, garlic 
and basil. Form into 12 round 
meatballs. Press a cube of 
cheese in the middle and seal. 


Place on the baking sheet and 
bake for about 12 minutes, 
turning halfway through the 
cooking time. 

3 . Meanwhile, place the to¬ 
mato sauce in a large saucepan 
and add the cooked meatballs. 
Bring to a boil over medium- 
high heat, reduce the heat and 
simmer, covered, for about 5 
minutes, stirring occasionally. 

4 . Meanwhile, bring a large 
pot of water to a boil. Add the 
spaghetti and cook accord¬ 
ing to the package directions. 


Drain and serve immediately, 
with the meatballs and sauce 
spooned over the spaghetti.

ence. 

“It was a long time com¬ 
ing,” said Ian Herbers, who 
was in his second campaign be¬ 
hind the U of A bench and had 
won a title as a player with the 
Bears back in 1992. “The guys 
worked so hard all year, going 
back to their off-season training 
last summer. There’s so much 
leadership in our loclcer-room. 
The focus and determination of 
our players was phenomenal.” 

The championship game 
was played in front of 6,289 
fans at Credit Union Centre, 
lifting the seven-game total to 
41,089, a new standard for the 


52-year-old tournament. The 
previous standard of 40,956 
had been set in 2000 at Credit 
Union Centre, then known as 
Saskatchewan Place. 

Saskatchewan head coach 
Dave Adolph, whose program’s 
lone CIS title dates back to 
1983, was proud of his teams 
despite the heartbreaking loss. 

“It’s hard to win a national 
championship,” said Adolph. 
“Our guys gave it eveiything 
they had. They fought their 
way to credibility and proved 
they belonged in this tourna¬ 
ment. Today, they just ran into 
a powerhouse.”

“Their footwork and hand 
placement are veiy good, it’s 
clear they’re well coached,” 
Gorrell said. “You see guys like 
Pierre Lavertu, David Foucault 
and Matthias Goossen stepping 
up to the plate and being able 
to prove to the coaches and 
scouts they’re ready to take the 
next step. 


“But a kid like Jaslcaran 
Dhillon of UBC really im¬ 
pressed me, this was his first 
year playing on the offensive 
line. I also thought Teny Hart 
from Mount Allison did a great 
job and I also liked Kyle Patter¬ 
son of Regina and Aaron Whea¬ 
ton from the U of T.” 

Gorrell also had words of 


encouragement for Foucault. 

“I’ll guarantee you eveiy of¬ 
fensive lineman has had that 
day,” he said. “You consider a 
defensive lineman has 12 sacks 
in 18 games and he’s had a 
great year but that means the 
offensive line has stopped him 
98 per cent of the time.”
